The proposed amendments to 
independent claim 1 9 and 32 now recite "a consistently repeated pore configuration" 
and "a regularly repeated pore configuration", respectively, and Applicants fail to point 
out any specific support in the specification, nor the Examiner find such limitation 
inherent to an expanded PTFE membrane, as such they appear to be new matter and 
Applicant is required to either cancel new matter or provide a clear support in the next 
reply.
